Lawyer Bruce Gunn has defended thousands of people charged with drunk driving. He knows the difference between justice

Wib have one argument.” Bruce 
[oun tells the judge he has 
one simple point to make in 
his client’s defence. And with it, 
Gunn stands a pretty good chance 
of clearing the man of an impaired 
driving charge. It’s Friday morning 
and after a pre-trial conversation 
with the Crown prosecutor and 
police officers who charged his 
client with drunk driving, Gunn 
concludes the man’s Charter rights 
may have been violated. Other 
criminal charges were also laid, 
and Gunn is concerned about the 
length of time it took police to 
advise the man of his right to legal 
counsel 

The deft legal manoeuvre may 
let his client off the hook on the 
drunk driving charge. Gunn seems 
to have found the proverbial tech- 
nicality to set his client free. But 
was the man driving while impair- 
ed? Gunn doesn’t know 

‘Tm not a judge,” he says. And 
he isn't. What Bruce Gunn is, 
though, is a third-generation legal 
pit bull who has built a reputation 

as one of the best drunk driving 
lawyers in town — perhaps in the 
West. Gunn's work is legendary, 
becoming the stuff of urban tales: 
Charged with drunk driving? For 
five grand, Bruce Gunn will make 
it go away. 

Certainly Gunn doesn’t win 
every case. But he treats each one 
as though he éafi He earned his a 
law degree frorti Dalhousie Univer- 
sity in 1969. For three years, he 
worked as a lawyer with the Judge 
Adjutant General's office of the 
Canadian Forces: In 1972, he 
moved to Edmonton, taking a job 
as a Crown prosecutor. Nine 
months later he struck out. on his 
own. In 1982 he decided to focus 
exclusively on impaired driving 
law and estimates he has handled 
some 8,000 cases. 

“It’s a very technical area driven 
by equipment,” Gunn says. “It’s a 
technical offence so there are 
technical defences.” 

Naturally, Gunn and other 
lawyers who work primarily on 
impaired driving charges have 
their critics. They defend irrespon- 
sible members of society and prac- 
tice loophole law, the argument 
goes.

Dennis Lakusta is the real deal. An 
inveterate traveller in his youth and 
a railwayman through a chunk of 
his adult life, the engaging local 
folk/country troubadour has experi- 
enced enough in his lifetime to 
write several albums worth of 
songs. And that’s just what he’s 
been doing through the last few 
years, penning sharp, lyrical obser- 
vations on the world around him 
with the sly sensibility of someone 
who's been knocked around a bit by 
life, but knows enough not to let it 
overcome him. Sort of John Prine 


without the wheeze or caustic wit; 
instead Lakusta is thoughtful and 
possessed of a gentle sense of 
humor. 

“My mother was a wonderful 
humourist,” he notes. “I think a lot 
of that side of me comes from her. 
I'm very irreverent; I love poking 
fun at sacred cows.” 

So you're as much an entertainer 
as a musician? 

He chuckles wryly. “I'm a born 
comedian; it shows up in the con- 
certs.” 

Recorded at CKUA studios with 
such stalwarts as Lester Quitzau, 
Ron Bankley and Mike Sadava, 
Suusa’s Room is Lakustas’ third 
album, and probably the most 
indicative of his personality.

Along with the 
songwriting jump is the sterling 
quality of the recording, which was 
engineered, mixed and mastered by 
Dan Cherwoniak at CKUA. Lakusta 
is genuinely thrilled by how

A liberal arts degree actually DOES prepay. 
for life in The Real World

veryone’s heard the urban myth: 
Fic of all taxi drivers in the 

city have PhDs. So what's the 
point of spending four to eight 
years in university lecture halls if 
the most you can hope for is a low- 
paying dead-end job? How many 
employers even care that you 
wrote a thesis on Elizabethan liter- 
ature or studied the polity of South 
American Mennonites? Wouldn't 
you be better off in an eight-month 
vocational program where at least 
they prepare you for life in The 
Real World? 

Not in the long run, according to 
some of Canada’s business élite. In 
the past decade or so, society has 
tended to undervalue a liberal arts 
education, dismissing it as a self- 
indulgent pursuit that does little 
other than prepare students for 
more post-graduate studies. But 
these days that sentiment is losing 
stock. There's a growing realiza- 
tion that a bachelor of arts degree 
lays important groundwork for vir- 
tually any career. Matthew Barrett, 
former president of the Bank of 
Montreal, once stated, “a student 
who can divine the patterns of 
imagery in Chaucer’s Canterbury 
Tales can surely be taught the 
principles of double-entry account- 
ing when he or she first encoun- 
ters them in a ledger.” 

Dr. Ken Norrie, the University of 
Alberta’s dean of arts, explained 
that a well-rounded liberal arts 
degree equips students with ana- 
lytical and critical thinking skills 
and fosters creativity, abilities that 
are vital in our changing economy. 

Norrie, an economist, pointed to 
the “productivity paradox” of the 
late 20th century. While technolo- 
gy has advanced exponentially in 
the past generation, productivity 
(the amount of wealth created per 
capita) has not kept pace. 
Technological change is neces- 
sary, he explained, but it’s only 
one factor in economic growth.

he Cannes World’s Best 

Commercials Festival is 

an entertainment ritual for 
many, an annual opportunity 
to savour a collection of the 
world’s great advertising. 

(This is apparently not an 
oxymoron.) We laugh, typical- 
ly, at the many ads for beer, 
ears, soft drinks and cell 
phones, which we heed reli- 
giously, and pull our chins 
thoughtfully during the few 
grim public service announce- 
ments, which we ignore in 
droves. 

If you've enjoyed previous 
editions, you won’t likely be 
disappointed. This is ostensi- 
bly the best work of people 
whose livelihoods depend on 
grabbing our attention, albeit 
for 30 or so seconds at a time. 

Only exceptionally synchro- 
nized mediocrity could cause 
most of a-year’s 100 prize-win- 
ning offerings to be clunkers. 
This collection succeeds most 
of the time. 

As always, the assignment of 
ads to prize categories is baf- 
fling. Maybe next year the 
film’s compilers could explain 
the rationale behind the judg- 
ments for those not attuned to 
the niceties of this noble call- 
ing. 

Then we'd know why five 
Nike commercials — all varia- 
tions on the overblown theme 
of exaggerated dedication, all 
unremarkable amidst the com- 
petition — won gold prizes. 

The only thought-provoking 
Nike ad, with an inventively 
delivered message about 
human potential, won a 
‘bronze.

ough call. Where do you take an internation- 

ally award-winning cookbook writer like 

Australian-based Donna Ilay, author of the 
completely decadent Flavours, her fourth and 
most recent work, for dinner? Not only is this 
book one of the best looking cookbooks I've 
seen in years, it’s structured along basic, prima- 
ry ingredients that one uses for flavour in foods: 
vanilla, lemon/lime, chilies, ginger, garlic/onion, 
basilAnint and chocolate. She called this theme 
an “indulgence,” focusing on “pure” flavours 
and personal favourite dishes. 

That's when I had the brainstorm to take her 
to Chance, the brand new Chicago steakhouse- 
inspired restaurant downtown in Commerce 
Place. I'd had supper there a week or so ago and 
quite liked the experience: a strong, character- 
rich menu with a minimum of unnecessary 
flourishes and very heavy en the aforemen- 
tioned flavours. 

It’s a handsome room too (while still a work 
in progress, I've heard): massive dark wood bar, 
Art Nouveau touches, large overstuffed half- 
moon booths, a stone fireplace and surprising 
warmth, given the size and openness of the 
space. 

It was a good move on several counts. First,

Hay is dog-tired after nearly five weeks on the 
road, so the relative quietness of Chance is 
appreciated (something that’s going to change 
in afew more weeks when the word spreads — 
I suspect reservations may be in order). 
Second, she does indeed enjoy the menu offer- 
ings, so we launch into our conversation by 
deciding to order the house paté (wild boar 
spread en croute with a citrus berry compote 
and organic greens on the side). 

While I was initially intimidated by her cook- 
book when Td first received it — it is so beauti- 
fully done that it seemed out of my league — I 
soon discovered that it was a breeze to use and 
offered up a incredibly accessible cuisine that 
was both intensely comfortable (my favourite 
dish so far is an easy-to-make warm lime pud- 
ding) while being spectacularly fresh to boot. 

Hay’s personal credo is one of honesty, she 
says, being true to the heart of the dish in both 
its preparation and presentation. No food tor- 
turing for hollow esthetics here. For example, 
while Hay very much liked the paté (especially 
the sweet, fresh compote which was an 
inspired contrast to the wild meat spread), but 
was totally not fond of the over-herbed bread 
which only served to overwhelm the delicate 
side dish.

sex standing up. 

The problem, says Jamieson, is that most 
parents are still too embarrassed to talk to 
their kids about sex. “They're relieved to 
have the school do it. 

“It’s hard enough to talk to kids about 
other stuff in their lives never mind yucky 
old sex,” she says. “It’s tough to explain to a 
nine-year-old what a blow-job is.” 

So how do you explain what a blow-job is 
to a nine-year-old? “If a kid calls wanting to 
know, we usually ask them where they 
heard about it so we can figure out the con- 
text,” says Jamieson. “Then we ask them if 
they have anyone they can ask questions of 
rather than get the information from a com- 
plete stranger.
